tic w it, besides being a more experienc­ 
ed parliam entarian, but the T exan’s 
solid qualities, his m astery of his sub­ 
jects aud his force as a debater m ade 
him no mean antagonist even for the 
man from Maine.

D ressed iu the old tim e 
statesm an gartv all of black, with long 
coat, low cut vest, w hite tie, broad soft 
hat-—and hair hanging below his collar, 
the six foot y outh m ade a sensation 
even in Texas. 
This garb had not 
seem ed out of place in Copiah county , 
but It w as a trifle exaggerated for 
Gainesville. 
Iu n saloon one day a 
cowboy m ade som e rem arks about the 
w hite tie. Bailey said nothing, but left 
the saloon. A few m inutes later he re ­ 
appeared w ith a revolver. 
He invited 
any of the m any cowboy s preseut to 
m ake further rem arks about the Bailey 
neckw ear. None of them accepted the 
challenge, but they adm ired the nerve 
of the y oung law y er so much th a t they 
have be„en whooping it up for Joe Bai­ 
ley ever since. 
In 18 8 8 Mr. Bailey had m ade enough 
of an im pression in his adopted state 
to be chosen elector a t large on the 
presidential ticket. Tw o y ears later he 
w as sent to congresk H e rem ained in 
the house ten y ears. In 18 9 7 he w as 
m ade the D em ocratic candidate for 
speaker and as a consequence during 
the rem aining four y ears of bis service 
w as floor leader for his party . 
In 18 9 6 Bailey w as very much op­ 
posed to the nom ination of Bry an, and 
som e of B ry an’s friends stated that it 
w as because of envy . The Texan him ­ 
self said it w as because B ry an w as not 
a D em ocrat, but a Populist. A fter the 
nom inations w ere made, however, Mr. 
Bailey loy ally supported the ticket. He 
w anted to retire from the house and 
from politics at th at tim e, but bis con­ 
stituents would not perm it it. 
Believes In individual Liberty . 
President 
M cKinley 
once 
Invited 
Bailey and a uum ber of other house 
m em bers to attend a reception. 
The 
T exas man declined on the ground that 
he did not w ant to appear in evening 
dress. He resented that fashion should 
dictate to him w hat he should w ear at 
any time. 
H e w anted individual lib­ 
erty In sartorial m atters as well as in 
politics, religion and other things. At 
th at tim e he wore the sam e habili- ( 
m eats w inter and sum m er, morning, 
noon, evening, and at all other tim es 
so far as known. Moreover, he believed 
th at the social life of W ashington rob­ 
bed public men of their tim e, aud he 
w ould have none of it. The incident 
caused (he independent Texan to be 
m ade the butt of paragraphers the 
country over. 
Since then Bailey has ’ 
come to 1m* more of a conform ist In the 
m atter of togs. 
1 1»? now dons a sack 
coat if he feels like it. w ears ties of 
other hues than white, having been 
seen ou more than one occasion In a 
flam ing red 
four-in-hand, 
and even 
puts on the conventional evening out­ 
fit on occasion. lie also has his hair 
cut in the prevailing mode. 
All this 
shows 
that 
Senator 
Bailey 
Is 
big 
enough to change his m ind even in the 
m atter of clothes, that he has recog­ 
nized the truth th at Independence Is 
not necessarily idiosy ncrasy and that a 
man cau be so independent th a t he 
need not seem so. a t least to the ex 
tent of flaunting it in m inor and non- 
essential things. 
The biggest thing about Joseph W. 
Bailey , and he really Is a big man In 
spite of some personal flaws, is th at he 
sees the fundam ental truth s of the new 
school of liberty ; he is im bued w ith 
the distinctive spirit of A m ericanism ; 
he is n convert to the gospel of de­ 
mocracy . 
For exam ple, he has a clear 
vision of the truth that governm ents 
do not make men. but men m ake gov­ 
ernm ents; that the best thing to be 
done for a people is to let them alone, 
throw them on tfceir own resources and 
thus permit them to develop their own 
Inherent powers. 
He also sees th a t fa­ 
voritism of any sort, either iu the 
m aking or adm inistering of the laws, is 
th e destruction of republican institu­ 
tions. 
His thorough grounding of him ­ 
self In the constitution, which he re ­ 
gards os our political ark of the cove­ 
nant, has been a peculiar strength to 
Senator Bailey . 
Iu th a t he has caught

We may enjoy pride in the fact 
that Americans won in the recent 
contests, still it is a bit of a setback 
to modern boasted progress that the 
athletes of two thousand years ago 
were superior to those of this day. 
Here are some of the ancient rec­ 
ords’which have not. we believe, been 
brok en: 
A young Greek named Lasthenes 
beat a war horse in a twenty mile 
race, but the time wras not given by 
the slow Athenian reporters. 
Pliny, wno would have made a 
most charming reporter, had he own­ 
ed a printing office, informs us of 
two runnerr who completed 140 miles 
in one day. 
They were couriers for 
Alexander the Great. 
Pheicheppides, a

traveled 135 miles in two days over 
a rough country. 
He was probably

of the Persian hosts.
